A 
motion for a new trial was made 
and overruled, and the case will 
be taken to the Court of Appeals.

The Ways and Means Commit 
tee, by uuanmi nsv -t-, last. We.l 
negday instructed Chairman Payn* 
to prepare a hill repealing all th 
war revenue taxes except the ta> 
on mixed fl >Br. The action taken 
was in the form of a resolution to 
the effect that the hill should pro- 
vide for the repeal of the remain- 
ing war tax*e, to take effect on 
July 1, 190-2, except that the re- 
peal of the duty on tea should go 
into effect January 1, 1903. The 
only division in the committee 
on Amendments proposed by the 
Democratic members. Represen- 
tative Richardson, of Tennessee, 
proposed an amendment to put 
trust-made articles on the free 
list. This v. as defeated by a par- 
ty vote, as was the amendment of 
Representative Robertson, of Lou- 
isiana, to continue the tax on 
"bucketshops."

Following the holding of a 
meeting in the interest of recipros- 
ity with the UniU-d States the cit- 
izens of Havana formed a proces- 
sion, marched to the palace occu- 
pied by Governor General Wood 
and there petitioned that official 
for American help to save Cu^a 
from ruin and desolation. 

The disaster which threatens 
Cuba is one solely the consequence 
of a prescripts tariff if that bur- 
den is placed on Cuban products 
The people of the island must 
needs- look to the American people 
alone for rescue. The tariff tax 
n-bich they fear is beiug concocted 
by the United States Government. 
Cubo is forbidden by us to make 
treaties with any other nation cal- 
culated to protect aud encourage 
her trade, agriculture and indus- 
tries.

Georgia's Ancient Gold Mines. 

Before the discovery of the rich 
gold fields in California in 1849 
Georgia was the center of the gold 
mining industry iu the United 
States. Consequently it will not 
surprise Georgians to know that 
the oldest gold mine in the coun- 
try is to be found in this State. 

This aucient bed of the yellow 
metal is known as the Calhoun 
mine aud is located iu Lumpkin 
county, near Danlonega. The 
mine was discovered as far back 
as 1828 and was owned at one 
time by John C. Calhoun, the 
great nulifier, whose name has 
been associated with it ever since. 
After passing out of the hands of 
Mr. Calhouu it became the prop- 
erty of some agricultural institu- 
tion in the State of South Caroh- 

For niauy years the mine was 
uot worked with much profit to 
the owners, but recently it has 
come into thi hands of an enter- 
prising company of owners, who 
have put six men to work in it 
yield as much as $300 per month. 

Gradually tho eyes of the soun- 
try are turning once more to the 
mountains ot north Georgia in 
quest of the yellow metal; and 
judging from discoveries whioh 
have recently been made it will 
not be loug before this State again 
becomes an active center of the 
gold mining industry.— Constitu- 
tion.
